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GVHC Elects Officers For 1957-58

For the third successive year, Ed Burgoon was elected presi- 
dent of Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation at the organiza- 
tion meeting of the new board of directors, Friday, March 29. He 
had no oposition for the post which has been his since January 1 


1955. 


Two other incumbent officials 
were also re-elected—Frank Last- 
ner to the vice presidency and 
Bruce Bowman to the office of sec- 
retary. Bowman holds the board's 
longest uninterrupted period of 
service, having been secretary 
since GVHC took over from Public 
Housing Administration in 1952. 

The post of treasurer, left vacant 
by John Phariss’s decision not to 
run for the board again, went to 
Lloyd Mocre, who served in that 
position when formerly on the 
board in 1954-55. 


Securing a Quorum 

The first problem tackled by the 
new board was that of assuring a 
quorum for the quarterly member. 
ship meeting on Monday, May 13. 
“nch a quorum is necessary if ac- 
tion is to be taken on certain vital 
by-law and charter changes affect- 
ing GVHC’s ability to sell and re- 
finance members’ homes. 

The board mapped out an in- 
tensive campaign for securing a 
large turnout. The proposed mea- 
sures included: (1) special letters 
to the 259 members who voted at 
the board election last week re- 
questing their presence at the 
meeting in person or by proxy. 
They would also be asked to dis. 
tribute unused proxies among their 
fellow-GVHC members for comple- 
tion. This method would be en- 
ough to secure the necessary quo- 
rum of 147, if every member re- 
sponded; (2) Large-scale advertis- 
ing of the meeting through the 
co-cp’s News Letter which will go 
out to members 10 to 20 days be- 
forehand and through the News 
Review which will appear 4 days 
before the meeting; (3) Last-min- 
ute notice of the meeting to be 
delivered to each member’s house 
either the night before or the same 
day of the meeting; (4) Sound 
truck to be used in case members 
are slow in assembling. As one 
GVHC spokesman put it, “If mem- 
bers assembled promptly at 8:15 in 
sufficient numbers to secure a 
quorum, everyone could be home 
in time for their favorite 10 
o’clock TV program.” 


Agenda 

In addition to the by-law and 
charter changes recommended by 
the hoard for the annual meeting, 
the meeting’s agenda will include 
the election of two members of the 
audit committee and five members 
of the nominations and elections 
committee. 

The board is also contemplating 
putting certain other matters on 
the agenda for the membership’s 
consideration. One is a by-law 
amendment changing the quorum 
requirement from 10 percent to 5 
percent of the membership. An- 
other is a by-law change clarifying 
the status of the audit committee 
with respect to its method of elec- 
tion, its responsibilities, and its 
limits of authority. 


Dogs and Cats 

A third agenda topic being con- 
sidered is the holding of a referen- 
dum on the current restriction 
against dogs, cats, and pets. In 
the past. GVHC. members have 
voted overwhelmingly against the 
keeping of dogs by home owners. 
The latest such referendum taken 
at a quarterly membership meet- 
ing on June 4, 1953 was about 15-1 
against dogs. 

Board members stated that they

Community Church Calls New Pastor, 
Unanimous Vote For Rey. MacKenzie 


The Pastoral Committee of Community Church unanimously 
recommended the Rev. Donald N. MacKenzie to be the incoming 


Mrs. Elsie Naugle complained 
these pets were using the space un- 


der her porch as their “bath” and 


that their presence jeopardized the 
health of her child. She stated 
that complaints to Greenbelt Vet- 
eran Housing Corporation have 
produced no results and that her 
appeal to the council seemed to be 
her last. resort. 


Mayor Tom Canning, who ad- 
mitted giving up a pet dog after 
receiving a letter from GVHC, as- 
sured the young lady that the 
council has done its best to com- 
bat the growing problem but that 
the ultimate rsponsibility rested 
with GVHC. “Our ordinance re- 
quires that dogs must be muzzled 
and have a leash,” Canning stated, 
“but I doubt whether it covers 
cats.” 


“Tt hardly covers dogs,” council- 
man Ben Goldfaden added. 

“T saw a duck down at the cen- 
ter on a Jeash and muzzled,” join- 
ed in councilman James Smith. 

Canning declared, “If you muz- 
zle a cat, you’re muzzling the 
wrong end.” 

Referring to a News Review let- 
ter about pets, the mayor stated 
that the ban on pets was implicit 
in the GVHC ownership contract. 
A spectator pointed out that it is 
not stated exactly. Only the words 
“occupancy regulations will be the 
same as those that existed during 
federal ownership” or similar 
words are in the contract, he as- 
serted. Councilmen agreed that 
the pet ban should be spelled out 
to have any real effect. 


City manager Charles McDonald 
essured the council that all GVHC 
purchasers and renters are remind- 
ed that pets are forbidden before 
they sign a contract. The difficulty 
GVHC board members are having, 
McDonald continued, is that law 
courts frown on any attempts to 
regulate home owners’ keeping 
nets. 'GVHC members can deduct 
taxes and insurance from their in- 
come tax; thus their legal position 
as homeowners is virtually assured. 

Smith reminded Mrs. Naugle 
that the county courts can be used 
to regulate pets that become “pub- 
lic nuisances.” Mrs. Naugle asked 
what could be done about the many 
“wild cats” that roam the nearby 
wonds. McDonald stated that the 
Yolice have a difficult time catch- 
ing them; however. children’ find 
it easv to “adopt” them and bring 
them home. 

Mrs. Naugle said she was think- 
ing of getting a dog to drive away 
the cats.

The other three meetings, Ashel- 
man said, will be held at the fol- 
lowing times and places: Wheaton 
area members—April 23, St. Cathe- 
rine Laboure Church, Viers Mill 
and Claridge rds. Takoma Park 
area members—April 25, Takoma 
Park Presbyterian Church, Maple 
and Tulip aves. and Greenbelt 
area members—April 29, ‘Com- 
munity Church, Greenbelt. All 
three meetings will start at 8 p.m. 

At these annual area meetings, 
Ashe'man exnlained, each member 
ef the co-op has full opportunity 
+n express his views as to how the 
co-op is heing run. 

Last year, the co-op sold $9.3 
million worth of food, genera] mer- 
chandise, drugs, shoes, large and 
small appliances and petroleum 
products. As a result. co-op mem- 
bers will slice up a $92,000 melon 
among themselves based on 14 
percent of each member’s patron- 
age last year. They will also get 
a five percent dividend on all co-op 
stock they own.

Rev. MacKenzie was born in 
Baltimore of Scotch ancestry; his 
wife, Mildred, is a native of Ne- 
braska; they have twin children, 
Karen and Kenneth, born in Con.

After graduation from Baltimore 
City High Schoo] in 1931, Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie was employed in business 
and industrial fields for a time be- 
fore going to Williamsport Dick- 
inson Jr. College, Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania. He later went to 
West Virginia Wesleyan - College, 
Buckhannon, West Virginia, where 
he received his B.A. degree. From 
there he went to Yale University 
Divinity School, New Haven, where 
he received his B.D. degree. He 
has also taken specified training 
in the U. S. Navy Chaplain School, 
as well as post-graduate work at 
the University of Rochester, Roch- 
ester, N. Y. . 

While at Yale. he had experience 
with the Y.M.C.A. in setting up 
neighborhood boys clubs; and also 
acted as. student pastor at the 
Prospect Methodist Church in 
Bristol, Conn. He was ordained in 
1942 by the New Haven Baptist 
Council of Churches, just preceding 
his entry into the Navy. He saw 
service, as a Navy Chaplain, both 
in the states and overseas. 

After separation from service in 
1946, Mr. MacKenzie became the 
assistant headmaster of Jessie Lee 
Academy, West Redding, Conn. (a 
boy’s school) where he taught, and 
also shared chaplain duties. He 
also acted as pastor for the West 
Redding Federated Church during 
this period, on a part time basis. 

In 1949, he was called to be the 
nastor of the Evangelical Congre- 
vational Church at Hingham, Mass. 
at which time he transferred his 
ministerial standing to the Con- 
eregational-Christian denomina- 
tion.

During the preliminary consider-- 
ation of the item, several letters: 
from citizens were read requesting 
the city council to give full con- 
sideration to Austin Green for ap- 
pointment to the vacant position. 
Ben Goldfaden urged that the 
money be taken from the existing 
funds allocated to. the department: 
of public safety. 

In a bid to promote Sergeant 
Green to the chief’s post, council- 
man James Smith spoke on his be- 
half and urged the manager to give 
Green’s qualifications close consid- 
eration. “I want to go on record,” 
Smith declared, “that I support Mr. 
Green for the job.” Mayor Tom 
Canning reminded Smith that the 
council would be usurping the 
manager’s powers by suggesting or 
interfering in any way with the 
hiring or firing of personnel. “It 
is forbidden by the charter,” Can- 
ning asserted, and read from that 
document Section 36 which said 
“... the council] is not to interfere 
with the appointment or removal 
of employees except the town so- 


licitor . . . to deal solely through 
the manager ... must not give or- 
ders...’ The section also called 


violation of this regulation a mis- 
demeanor punishable by forfeiture 
of the councilman’s office. 

A request to transfer $1400 from 
“replacement funds” in order to 
purchase two new police cars was 
discussed but held in abeyance un- 
ti] the manager could get facts and 
figures concerning renting cars, re- 
placing motors only, or other 
means of replacing the 1955 cruis- 
ers. McDonald stated that repair- 
ing the cars had become expensive 
enough to warrant buying new 
equipment. Smith favored replac- 
ing the motors at an approximate 
cost of $400 apiece. 
should add one to two more years 
to the life of the squad cars. 

McDonald’s figures disclosed that 
the new cars would cost about 
$5600; $2000 would be gained by 
trade-in, $2200 from existing re- 
placement funds, and the remain- 
ing amount from the following re- 
placement funds transfers: $150 
from a “first-aider” no longer in 
use, $250 from the city siren (Mc. 
Donald suggested this item ‘be 
transferred to the fire and rescue 
squad who use it), $242 from inter. 
est last vear’ on replacement 
funds, $210 from a 1946 “load 
picker”. and the remaining amount 
from $2400 set aside for replacing 
a dumptruck which has two mere 
years of life expectancy. 

Councilman Robert Hurst and 
Alan Kistler suggested that renting 
cars may be a cheaper method of 
providing cruisers to the city. Mce- 
Donald stated that Hyattsville had 
tried that method but abandoned 
it, after finding it too costly. 


The council-committee report on 
the operation of the police depart- 
ment, which was to be made last 
Monday night after a month of re- 
search, was postponed until the 
next regular meeting.

City manager Charles McDonald is expected to choose a chief 


of police soon. 


This is a new position in the city administration 


and should not be confused with the job once held by George Pan- 
agoulis (now county police chief) and now held by the city mana- 


ger—Director of Public Safety. 


The need for a police chief was cited by citizens and council 
members a few months ago when several incidents involving teen- 
agers were brought to their attention. Another separate incident 
involving Sgt. Austin Green, which prompted him to write a letter 
which received some publicity, also emphasized the need for greater 
police authority to be placed with one individual. 

The new position was created and approved by the council. 
Now it is the manager’s responsibility to fill the vacancy; that it 
is his responsibility and not the council’s was dramatically stated 


last Monday night by the mayor. 


Many citizens and several coun- 


cil members are concerned over the possibility that Green, the 
senior officer on the force, may be passed over for the job and an 


officer with less seniority, or a new person, be chosen. 


Letters 


to the council by citizens have expressed their confidence in the 
qualifications and fitness of Green to be police chief. 

But, it is felt by many that Green’s letter and the discussion 
it provoked may have antagonized the manager and jeopardized 


Green’s chances for the job. 


Whoever McDonald selects to become police chief, we feel sure 
that his choice will reflect a concern for the duties of the job and 
‘the calibre of the man; and in no way indicate personal prejudice 


or bias. 





A BOARD MEMBER SPEAKS 


‘To the Editor: 
I’d like to thank the members of 


VHC whose votes reelected me 


‘to the Board of Directors. 

But I'd like also to apprise them 
of some of the matters I discussed 
in a most peculiar “campaign” 
speech—which too few of them 
heard at the annual meeting. 

I consider talk about “replacing 
the frame houses” as loose and 
strictly “pie-in-the-sky”. Let’s be 
practical and do what we can with 
what we have. GVHC and the City 
are doing their share with trees 
and landscaping of the common 
areas but what are members doing 
to help? Are they helping with 
watering and cultivating and, most 
important, keeping young Tarzans 
from fiexing their muscles—and 
the trees? Are they helping pick 
up trash from common areas? Are 
they landscaping their own areas 
—-or spending too much money on 
ugly fences to keep their children 
out of their own yards? The mon- 
ey being ‘wasted on fences in 
Greenbelt could plant attractive 
and effective hedges and trees from 
here to Baltimore. 

GVHC has voted to paint all the 
remaining unpainted trim—in or- 
der to start a five-year revolving 
plan next year. But the shingles 
and brick siding are still the re- 
sponsibility of the members. The 
corporation furnishes paint and 
equipment—but some of the brick 
houses, particularly, are sad look- 
ing. 

And dogs! I want to commend 
Harry Zubkoff for his fine letter 
in the News Review. It pointed 
out so well that besides breaking 
the law and the mutual ownership 
contract a member is being selfish 
in his disregard of the rights and 
privileges of others. Contrary to 
some current opinion—GVHC has 
not let down the bars in order to 
Sell houses. Every purchaser is 
informed of our regulations—are 
you doing your part in reporting 
to GVHC or the police? 

I've heard of a child who was 
bitten recently, and of another 
who is afraid to walk home from 
school because of the dogs she en- 
counters. We don’t have to have 
such a situation. Let’s enforce our 
rules and our laws and, if neces- 
sary, test our contract with a court 
case,

of organized municipalities, jour 
pioneer ancestors provided not 
only for the common defense, but 
for the good and welfare of every 
farmer or homesteader in the 
area. Neighbors helped each other 
and profited mutually. The com- 
munity service was not a matter 
of impersonal city service but a 
need, recognized by every able- 
bodied citizen within sound of the 
alarm bell. No sick neighbor was 
ever left untended or his chores 
undone. The Golden Rule was a 
very practical aspect of early 
American living.

Green- 
belt equipment is old, replacement 
is a problem and maintenance be. 
comes more expensive each year. 
The Ambulance Club wants to keep 
this community service in motion 
at the rapid clip called for in time 
of emergency. Although the Ambu- 
lance Club Drive is over, Green- 
belt residents can still join at any 
time at the Fire Department.

are being flooded with complaints 
about dogs being retained by 
GVHC members in violation of 
their mutual ownership contract. 
The board, while resolved to meet 
the problem head-on even if it in- 
volves such drastic action as ter- 
mination of a member’s contract 
. and eviction from the premises, 
first wanted to be assured of the 
public support which a referendum 
would give them. 

In the méantime, the board de- 
cided to invite the city to join with 
GVHC in mapping out a program 
of enforcing the present city ordi- 
nance which authorizes city offi- 
cials to impound dogs found on 
public property without a leash. 
Several parents have complained 
of stray dogs molesting children 
on the way to the North End 
School, and it was felt that the 
city should move into this area in 
one large-scale raid and pick up 
all strays. 

Water Meters 

GVHC has _ initiated financial 
negotiations with Washington Sub- 
urban Sanitary Commission on the 
instal'ation of new water meters, 
GVHC manager John O. Walker 
informed the board. Contrary to 
original thinking, new water me- 
ters will be required in both the 
original courts and the defense 
courts. However, Walter stated, 
the total cost will still be within 
the original estimate of $40.000— 
probably $33,000 for the frame 
hovses and $7,000 for the brick. 

Walker pointed out that under 
the proposed arrangements WSSC 
will be responsible for maintenance 
and repairs on the water mains up 
to the meters, GVHC from the me- 
ters on.

sponsible for all water lines on 
GVHC property. The new arrange- 
ments will thus provide a savings 
in GVHC maintenance costs which 
in time may actually offset the cost 
of installing the meters. 

Disability Insurance 

A representative of Continental 
Casualty Co. presented to the board 
a group accident and sickness in- 
surance plan designed to help 
members meet monthly charges in 
event sickness or disability inter- 
rupted family income. For a pre- 
mium charge of approximately 3% 
percent of monthly charges, a 
member unable to pursue his nor- 
mal line of work because of a dis- 
ability lasting longer than two 
weeks would have his monthly 
charges paid for the period of his 
disability or for 5 years, whichever 
is lesser. 

The plan would be purely option- 
al on the part of a member, but 
would require at least 15 percent 
membership participation to go 
into effect. Members over age 54 
would not be eligible. Policies 
would be non-cancellable except 
for those attaining age 60 for 
whom the company retains the 
right of cancellation if poor expe- 
rience necessitated such action.
